Are the people of the United’States forgetting that 
there is a Parcels Post bill before the lawmakers of 


the country? Are they allowing their 
rere minds to drift away from the fact that 
Bill. there is an effort being made to bring the 


United States mails into the service of 
monopoly, or does the matter give them no concern? 
Are they ignorant of the fact that there is “‘something 
doing” back of the bill that should be looked into? 
Whichever the case may be it is time for an awakening. 

The United States Mails are menaced by the insa- 
tiable maw of the trust system, which is seeking to 
engulf them as it has the railroads and large enter- 
prises of the country. The power of centralized wealth 
is being felt along every line of business endeavor with 
a weight that constantly increases with the passing of 
time. Individual effort is being discouraged and the 
sense Of oppression resulting from the growth of mo- 
nopoly waxes stronger and is spreading wider as the 
reins of national control are“being more firmly gath- 
ered into the hands of organized capital. 

This menace to the progress of individual effort and 
general business enterprise is now hanging like the 
sword of Damocles over the heads of the independent 
business people of the United States, but, we may con- 
gratulate ourselves, there is something stronger than 
a thread that prevents its disastrous descent. It is a 
om which, if carried forward, would impose upon 
‘Ne struggling business interests of this country an 
a‘ditional burden to the many under which they now 
are bending. It is amove, which has been made mani- 
ist in the form of a bill, to secure the enactment of a 
\\v which would operate to the advantage of organ- 
ved capital and to the detriment of common business 
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interests. This bill, as it is advertised, is a benign 
effort on the part of its formulators to place within 
the teach of the people a means of curtailing transpor- 
tation expenses on small packages by handing them 
over to Uncle Sam for transmission through the mails. 
This kind of provision would not only reduce the cost 
of transportation but would give the idling post office 
department a chance to work for its living, which, most 
assuredly would be gratefully welcomed by the leisure- 
sated departmental employes. 

The good people also, the small dealers and all, 
would doubtless hail with glad acclaim the blessing of 
cheap transportation for goods purchased by their 
whilom patrons from the mail order houses. Fine 
business! But of course the mail order houses have 
nothing to do with the formulation of a parcels post 
bill—certainly not! Legislation of that nature would 
have no interest for them. It would be all for the 
good of the people, especially the people remote from 
the centers of population ; and the out of town dealers 
—they would be interested in the working-out of such 
a philanthropic measure—wouldn’t they? 

But it-is more than a thread that holds the sword, 
and for the good of the general public it is to be hoped 
that it is a twelve-ply hardened steel wire cable. The 
sword (the bill) has by the intervention of some benef- 
icent power been held-up, there has been, we are in- 
formed, no report upon it, and there is a prospect, and 
we trust a good one, of its being relegated to the ob- 
scurity of innocuous desuetude. 

The menace remains, however, and it were well that 
we be forearmed, being forewarned, for the attack 
upon the entrenchments of our independent rights is 
liable to fall upon an unguarded spot and at a moment 
when least expected. The forces of the oppressor are 
at the gate. -Watch well the portal! 

The fact that the parcels post system is in vogue in- 
ternationally is no argument in favor of its establish- 
ment as a domestic institution nor because of its suc- 
cessful operation in England or any European country 
should it be considered a necessary innovation in this 
country. Business conditions are vastly different here, 
and in these times of trust strenuosity there is need of 
caution in our legislation lest a power that is inimical 
to our national spirit and traditions be set up over 
against the best interests of our common people. 








From the showing made by the State and National 
banks of Illinois in their statements issued September 
8th, it will be seen that the money mar- 


Y acca ket of Chicago is in excellent condition. 
n M . . . . - : 
Good Shape. National institutions in the city have 


$7,600,000 more cash than they had last 
year and have the largest deposits in their history, the 
total reaching record-breaking figures. State banks 
and trust companies in their reports to the auditor of 
public accounts show a decrease in their total deposits 
for the last three months, which is accounted for by 
the blow to the confidence of savings depositors dealt 
by the Milwaukee Avenue Bank crash, which was the 
direct cause of injury to the business of a number 
of sound and trustworthy savings institutions. But 
taking the State and National banks together they 
show in the reports'a higher total than ever before. 
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This may be taken as an evidence of the prosperity 
of not only Illinois, but of the entire Middle West, 
which section, judging from New York statemenfs, is 
in much better shape, as to money, than the East. 
And we may go further west and find the same pros- 
perous conditions prevailing. Clear to the Pacific 
coast, in the stricken city of San Francisco, the finan- 
cial situation is very reassuring and satisfactory. 

Business throughout the entire United States, in 
the words of an eastern authority, is “simply humming 
in every line.” Building operations, foreign ship- 
ments, railway earnings, manufacturing of all kinds, 
all show heavy increase with promise of still greater 
volume. 

The business on the great lakes has been: unprece- 
dentedly large during the past season. Freight ship- 
ments during the first five months of the year were 
nearly a million tons greater than for the correspond- 
ing period last year. Everything has been on the 
move—ores and minerals, coal, grain, flour, etc., and 
there has been a gain in nearly every class. 

And now, with the fall business fairly under way 
and in a booming condition, there is every prospect of 
a continuance of the present satisfactory state of the 
country’s finances. With strong reserves and deposits 
high, the Chicago banks are entering the crop-moving 
period well equipped for the needs of autumn business. 








IN view of certain market conditions that seem sure 
to affect the price of stoves at the foundry in a general 
upward turn, THE AMERICAN. ARTISAN 
pas shoe ry has deemed it expedient to institute a 
of Stoves. Careful though rapid inquiry among rep- 
resentative stove manufacturers in all 
parts of the country, for the purpose of eliciting indi- 
vidual opinion as to the causes, the necessity and the 
wisdom of the impending increase, to the end that its 
readers in the retail stove trade and in general, may 
be promptly advised and that the action of manufac- 
turers, in the matter, may be clearly understood. Nat- 
urally, a very extensive correspondence has been nec- 
essary to bring about the desired end, but as.a result 
we have the knowledge from the fountain, head that 
whatever action is taken in the direction indicated will 
have behind it the full merit of prudence and necessity, 
to say nothing of self-preservation and justice. 

Throughout the vast number of responses there is 
a not unexpected unanimity of “ayes” in the matter of 
the necessity and expediency of an increase in the price 
of stoves, and although there is a trifle of divergence 
in the matters of the time and the extent of increase 
necessary there is not more difference of opinion than 
had been anticipated and the exceedingly large major- 
ity standing for immediate action makes the expression 
substantially unanimous. 

Everything indicates a sharp genera! advance in 
prices of all kinds of stoves at the foundry in the very 
near future. Indeed, it would appear that such action 
is inevitable and that it has already been too long 
delayed. The indications referred to are not wholly 
new; those who have followed THe AMERICAN AR- 
TISAN’S market letters from week to week if sufficiently 
informed to apply the actual market feature to the 
stove making industry, as they must govern, will won- 
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der why such action as is herein predicted has not al- 
ready been taken. 

Briefly stated this is the position of the stove manu- 
facturer at the present time. During a year past every 
item of raw material and supplies used in the manufac- 
ture of stoves has undergone a series of marked ad- 
vances in cost. At every stage these advances have 
been firmly adhered to without the slightest indication 
of weakness or retrogression. In this manner ’the stove 
manufacturer’ has picked up a burden. of cost, piece 
by piece and step by step, and hopingly carried it and 
cut it out of his profits, whereas if the aggregate as it 
stands to-day had been thrust upon him: in a lump, 
nothing could have deterred him in an effort to recover 
his right by a fair, just and legitimate compensating 
charge against the selling price of his product. 

As indicating the extent of the aggregate advance in 
raw material and supplies stove manufacturers have 
been compelled to stand up under and take out of their 
profits, a few examples are here cited: Pig iron has 
advanced in all, a little over 25%; sheet steel 13 to 
15%; enameled reservoirs 15% ; copper, already ver) 
high, 10% ; asbestos 80% ; with coal, coke, lumber and 
other necessities in corresponding proportion. And as 
a stil! further cloud on the aspect, these items are all 
strong in tone and most of them with distinct rising 
tendencies, that clearly indicate that the end is not yet. 

Iron, the great staple of the stove maker, is not only 
high but is aggressively active and scarce. As a rule 
there afe no quotations offered by leading concerns 
for present delivery for the reason that there is no 
iron to be had except what may be hunted out and 
picked up here and there in miscellaneous lots at a 
premium, and it is predicted by iron experts that what 
1906 iron will be at all available, will go well above 
$20 at the furnace before the close of the year. Con- 
tracts, now obtainable, for iron in the regular way al! 
pass up 1906 and cover the first and second quarters 
of 1907, and commonly both quarters are covered. 
Under these conditions it is hardly to be expected that 
stove foundries will pile up any reserve stocks of 
stoves, hence it is not beyond the range of possibili- 
ties that with a good cold winter and a good brisk 
demand, there may be some difficulty in getting stoves 
at all at the time needed. 

With these facts and figures and conditions in mind 
it is not difficult to determine the necessity for, and 
the justice of, an advance in the price of stoves, for, a: 
it presents itself to the average mind, manufacturers 
appear to be letting go of stoves for less than they «re 
worth and are permitting retailers to pass them along 
to consumers for a less price than, under the circum- 
stances, they should command. 

Several conferences among neighboring stove ma1\- 
facturers have been had witha view to considering 20 
increase in price. The Southern manufacturers hive 
acted definitely by increasing all prices five per ¢:' 
We understand the Louisville manufacturers also ! 
acted with a resulting increase of five per cent. 
some other sections, similar action has been con 
ered and deferred temporarily, and in several c 
manufacturers have taken independent action and \ 
drawn quotations and increased prices. 

Apparently the considerable volume of stoves | ‘™ 
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ried over by retailers from last winter which have been 
counted on to cut a big hole in the general stove out- 
put of the year, were absorbed early, for the antici- 
pated effect is not at all apparent. The regular sea- 
son’s business started in good time, as usual, and has 
continued strong, so strong, indeed, that it will tax 
the capacities of some of the smaller foundries to take 
care of what is coming to them. The country is rich 
and prosperous and buyers looking for something high 
grade and good and possibly a little better than they 
have heretofore been accustomed to, are mcre plentiful 
than usual in retail stores and these are the very best 
conditions for an almost certainly coming “boost” in 
the price of stoves. Manufacturers actually need it 
and precedent argues that nothing is so stimulating, in- 
vigorating and healthful to retail trade as a firm and 
rising market.

For the development of the pattern, proceed as 
follows: Let A, B, C, D, E, F be the side elevation 
of the elbow, H the section on the line F and A, and 
J, K, L, M, N, O the section on the line D C. To 
complete the plan it will be necessary to obtain the 
section on the miter line E B in elevation, for which 
proceed as follows: Divide the profile H into equal 
spaces, as shown by small figures 1 to 7; then parallel 
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the line W Y, upon which place one-half of the stretch- 
out of the profile H, as shown by the small figures 1 
to 7. At right angles to W Y and from the small 
figures, draw lines intersecting those of similar num- 
bers drawn at right angles to A B from the intersec- 
toins on the miter line B E. A line traced through 
intersections thus obtained, as shown by W, Y, G, Z, 
will be the half pattern for the horizontal arm. Be- 
fore obtaining the pattern for the lower or vertical 
arm, it will be necessary to construct section and 
diagrams of triangles. To avoid a confusion of lines 
a duplicate of the lower section is shown in Fig. 2

shown is a transition piece from oblong to oval at 
the angles shown in elevation. As the plan of the 
half oval is divided into six equal spaces, divide the 
two semi-circles of the oblong plan each into six 
equal spaces, as shown by the small figures 8 to 14 
and 15 to 21. Now connect solid lines in plan, as 
shown from I to 14, 2 to 13, 3 to 12, etc., until the last 
line, 2 to 16, is obtained. In similar manner connect 
points by dotted lines, as shown from 1 to 13, 2 to 
12, 3 to II, etc., until the last line, 1 to 16, is obtained. 
Then will the solid and dotted lines represent the 
bases of the triangles, which will be constructed as 
follows: From the various intersections in the plan 
of the oblong erect perpendicular lines until they in- 
tersect the base line in elevation D C, as shown by 
corresponding small figures. In similar manner from 
the intersections on the oval plan erect perpendiculars 
until they intersect the miter line E B, as shown by 
the small figures. Now connect the solid lines, 2 to 
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13, 3 to 12, etc., which will represent the elevation 
of similar lines in the plan. In practice it is not 
necessary to connect these points in elevation, and for 
that reason the dotted lines in elevation have been 
omitted. Extend the lines D C indefinitely to the 
right and at any point, as H, erect the perpendicular 
H F. Then at right angles to H F and from the 
various intersections on the miter line E B, draw lines 
intersecting H F at points 1 to 7. Now take the 
various lengths of the solid lines in plan and measur- 
ing in every instance from the point H, in the dia- 
gram M;; locate points on the horizontal line H 8 
and from the points draw lines to intersections on the 
vertical line H Fas follows: Take the length of 
the solid line 1 to 15 in plan, and set it off on the 
horizontal line H 8, locating the point 15. From 15 
draw a line to the point 1 on the vertical line H F. 
Then will 1 to 15 in the diagram M represent the 
actual distance of the line shown in plan by 1 to 15. 
In the manner take the distance 2 to 16 in plan and 
set it off on the horizontal line H 8, locating the point 
16. From 16 draw a line to 2 on the line H F. Then 
will 16 to 2 be the actual length of the line shown by 
16 to 2 in plan. Proceed in this manner until all the 
hypotenuses in the diagram M are obtained. In the 
same manner erect the vertical line J L and continue 
the horizontal lines from points on E B, cutting the 
same as shown from 1 to L. Continue the horizontal 
line D J thus, upon which set off the various lengths 
of the dotted lines of the plan, measuring in every 
distance from the point J, thus locating the points on 
the horizontal line J to 13. From these points lines 
are drawn to intersections on the vertical line L J as 
follows: Take the length of the dotted line 1 to 16 
in plan and set it off from J toward 13, thus locating 
the point 16. -From 16 draw a line to the point 1 on 
the vertical line L J. Then will 1 to 16 in the dia- 
gram N represent the actual distance on the finished 
article of the dotted line shown in plan by 1 to 16. 
In the same manner all the hypotenuses of the dotted 
lines in plan are obtained in diagram N. It should 
be understood that all points shown from 1 to 7 in 
the horizontal section on the line E B are projected 
first on the line E B of the elevation, and then to the 
vertical lines H F and J L of the diagrams, while 
all points shown in the plan on thé line D C from 8 
to 21 are transferred to horizontal lines H 8 and J 
to 13. The next step is to obtain a true section on 
the line E B in elevation, for which proceed as fol- 
lows: Parallel to E B draw any line, as U V, upon 
which construct a half profile on the line A F of the 
elevation of Fig. 1, as shown at H. Now from the 
various intersections 1 to 7, in the profile H, carry 
lines parallel to U V and intersect same by lines of 
similar numbers drawn at right angles to E B from 
the intersections on the same. A line traced through 
the intersections thus obtained, as shown from 1 to 
7, will be one-half the true section on the line -E B. 
Having obtained: the diagrams of triangles, and the 
true section on E B, we are now able, with the use 
of the oblong section in plan, to develop the pattern 
for the lower arm as follows: In Fig.-3 draw any 
horizontal line, as 14 to 15, equal in length to 14 to 
15 of Fig. 2. Now with 15 to 1 in diagram M as 
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radius, and 15 of Fig. 3, as center, describe the arc 
1; then with 14 as center, and 14 to 1 in diagram M 
of Fig. 2 as radius, describe an arc intersecting the 
are at I in Fig. 3, locating the point 1.

2. Then with 13 as ceriter, and 13 to 2 in the dia- 
gram M of Fig. 2 as radius, describe an arc, inter- 
secting the arc 2 in Fig. 3. Proceed in this manner, 
using alternately first the spaces in the oblong plan 
of Fig. 2, with the lengths of the hypotenuses in 
the diagram N and the spaces in the true section S, 
with the lengths of the slant lines in the diagram 
M, until the line 8 to 7 in the pattern of Fig. 3 is 
obtained, Now with 8 to 21 in the oblong plan Fig. 
2 as radius, and 8 of Fig. 3 as center, describe the 
arc 21. Then with 7 as center, and 7 to 21 in the 
diagram M of Fig. 2 as radius, describe an arc in- 
tersecting the previous arc 21 in Fig. 3. Proceed in 
the same manner for the pattern opposite the line 1 
to 15 in Fig. 3, using alternately first the spaces in 
the oblong plan Fig. 2, with the length of the slant 
*lines in diagram N, and the spaces in the true sec- 
tion S, with the lengths of the solid slant lines in dia- 
gram M, until the last line 7 to 21 in Fig. 3 is ob- 
tained, which is of the same length of 7 to 21 on the 
opposite end of the drawing. Lines traced through 
points thus obtained, as shown by 7 to 1 to 7 and 21 
to 15, 14, 8, 21, will complete the full pattern for the 
upper arm of the elbow.

NO CHARCOAL IRON FROM WALES. 





There seems to be a misunderstanding in the in- 
‘ustrial world as to what is meant by Welsh char- 
oal iron, writes Consul D. W. Williams, of Cardiff, 
no says there has been no charcoal blast furnace 
perated in Wales for a century and a half.

They shut down one by one on account of the 
disappearance of the forests, and the last of any im- 
portance, that at Hirwain, near Merthyr-Tydfil, went 
out of blast about 1750. But “charcoal iron” used 


as a base for terne and tin plate was made in forges 
until a decade or two ago. The last forge in the for- 


est of Dean was dismantled about 1886, and the last 
of any importance in Wales was closed about 1890. 
The result is that no pure charcoal iron is now made 
in Wales. There are many blast furnaces in Wales, 
but none of them depend upon native ore, for the en- 
tire quantity mined in 1905 was only 363 tons. The 
bulk of the ore is imported from Spain, and the ore- 
carrying trade forms a large part of the import busi- 
ness of the Welsh ports. Further, all the furnaces 
in Wales, with the exception of those of one company, 
are said to use scrap in the making of pig iron. 

It is reported, further, that no tin plates are made 
from pig iron manufactured in Wales, and to my 
knowledge there is only one firm in Engiand which 
makes pure charcoal-iron sheets and plates, and this 
firm at Stourport is said to use all of its own product. 
About two years ago two companies endeavored to 
revive the manufacture of charcoal terneplates in 
Wales, in order to supply an American demand, but 
the difficulty of securing charcoal tin plates was so 
great that the attempt was given up. It is confidently 
asserted that no roofing plates are made in England 
or Wales from pure charcoal iron. It should be noted, 
however, that the quantity of roofing plates needed in 
this country is comparatively small, for practically all 
roofs are made of slates, tile, or iron. 

The degree of prosperity enjoyed by the trade in 
this country is dependent in a measure upon the im- 
portation of steel from other countries. Oddly 
enough, the lower price at which these importations 
are secured enables the trade to compete with the 
foreign manufacturers of tin plate. The imports of 
steel bars and billets into this consular district during 
the year 1905 amounted to about 146,840 tons, of 
which 50,840 tons came from the Continent and about 
96,000 tons came from the United States.

THE PiG IRON SITUATION. 


Buyers are still clamorous for iron and are anxious 
to cover their requirements for the first half of the 
coming year before a further advance in prices. Large 
steel mills of the central West have been especially 
noticeable among the purchasers. New England con- 
sumers also have been descending upon producers and 
foundry and gray forge pig iron have been largely in 
demand. Prices are as yet unsettled, buying at high 
prices being less in evidence than a week or two ago. 
There is less anxiety regarding shortage than there 
was until within the past few days. Southern furnaces, 
it is thought, will ultimately decide the question of 
prices, as much depends on their output of metal for 
northern demands. The southern output is said to be 
the greatest on record and northern prices may prove 
attractive, in which event there would be a marked im- 
pression made on northern markets. 

The present consumption of iron is enormous and 
buying, where possible, is active, but the appalling scar- 
city of standard Bessemer iron prevents any heavy 
transactions in this grade, though prices have been 
well maintained by all furnaces in the Mahoning and 
Shenango valleys at $18.50 and $18.75 per ton.

STEEL BARS WEAKER. 


Many big building interests have just contracted 
with leading structural steel mills and fabricating 
shops to supply and erect the material needed in the 
construction of new office and industrial buildings 
throughout the largest cities in~the country. San 
Francisco contractors have awarded to the American 
Bridge Co. contracts involving fully 5,000 tons of 
structural steel for use in erecting four new office, loft 
and business structures in that city, and the fact that 
numerous building permits are being issued there every 
day gives every indication that additional steel con- 
tracts will soon be let on the Pacific Coast. 

A large tonnage of small shapes is also being pur- 
chased by the big manufacturers of freight and pas- 
senger cars, as well as by the leading shipbuilders in 
the East and West. The contracts for five new lake 
boats have been awarded to the American Shipbuilding 
Co. Two of these boats are to be finished and deliv- 
ered during 1908, and three as soon as possible during 
1907. The construction of these boats will necessitate 
the purchase of a considerable tonnage of both shapes 
and plates, and, as the Vanderbilt lines will soon con- 


‘ tract for more than 20,000 steel cars, additional pur- 


chases of plates and shapes will have to be made by the 
mills which secure this business. 

The great scarcity of crude steel has induced most 
manufacturers of steel bars to raise their prices 10c per 
100 pounds to the basis of $1.60 per 100 pounds, and 
further advances are expected to be made within the 
near future.

PIG TIN ‘WEAKER. 

Although the London: pig tin market suffered a 
sharp reaction on the 20th, when the leading operat- 
ors in that speculative center began to realize that 
shipments from the Straits were jincreasing while 
American consumption was not improving to any 
noticeable extent, local importers and dealers did not 
lower their prices on spot offerings in sympathy with 
this development of weakness abroad. On the con- 
trary, most of the leading dealers in New York con- 
tinued to hold their prices on the spot metal at 39.95¢, 
though a few were willing to sell tin for delivery ex- 
store at 39.90c. Some importers again held out for 4oc, 
but without securing any business at that figure. Deliv- 
eries throughout the remainder of this month, how- 
ever, were held at 39.95c, and the October delivery 
was quoted 39.85c by most local sellers. The New 
York Metal Exchange, however, fixed its settling 
prices at 39.90c for September and 39.75c for October, 
and its official range on spot metal at 39.85(@40.00c. 

There were no new arrivals at any of the Atlantic 
ports, the receipts so far this month remaining at 
2,612 tons, while the amount afloat was also unchanged 
at 3,135 tons. 


HARDWARE. 

An increasing volume of orders is being received by 
hardware jobbers and retailers throughout the East 
and central West, and from all present indications it is 
considered probable that an unprecedented business 
will be booked during the fall and winter. Realizing 
that their business during the first two weeks of this 
month is far larger than that during the correspond- 
ing period for many years, most jobbers are now pre- 
paring to meet the unusually big demand from dis- 
tributers by sending their specifications to manifac- 
turers and thereby covering their requirements for 
four and five months ahead, 

Ordinarily, the jobbing interests are loath to con- 
tract so far ahead, as they fear that the fluctuating 
cost of raw material will make it unprofitable for them 
to cover their needs so far into the future, but the 
recent delays of the manufacturers in making ship- 
ments have rendered this step a necessity. The retail- 
ers are also covering their requirements much further 
ahead than formerly, and are requesting shipments of 
goods which will not be offered for sale for several 
months, 

Supplies of rivets, nuts, bolts and similar lines of 
iron and steel goods are very small, and as warehouse 
stocks are low, consumers’ demands are entirely de- 
pendent upon the daily mill shipments. The price of 
rivets has been advanced another 5 per cent making 
the third upward movement in rivet quotations this 
vear, 





IRON BARS. 

There is a brisk demand for iron bars and the mini- 
mum. price is still firmly held by the leading mills at 
SI -60 per 100 Ibs., Pittsburg. Premiums are also be- 
‘ng secured in some cases on prompt shipments, $1.70 
and $1.75 being frequently obtained. 
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Rogers, Brown & Co., in their weekly report, will say: 
The week under review has passed with no exciting features, 
but there has been a steady demand, in a quiet way, both 
for spot iron and for the first half of 1907. Irregularity of 
price continues, but numerous sales of Northern iron have 
been made at an advance of soc per ton, and there is less 
willingness on the part of sellers to dispose of their product 
now than heretofore. Furnaces as a rule are acting conserva- 
tively and do not wish to sell even up to the limit of normal 
production, because of the threatened difficulties in the ore 
and coke situation. 

There is but little change in the Southern conditions. It 
is not probable that the output can be increased enough dur- 
ing the remainder of this year to have any appreciable effect 
on the general market, in spite of the reports to the con- 
trary. It is very difficult to get sufficient coke to keep the 
active stacks in operation and it is known to be impossible to 
secure a supply to run some of the idle ones. The South is 
in an exceedingly prosperous condition and is using a large 
quantity of the metal produced there, and other sections of 
the country need not look to it for relief. Spot iron is bring- 
ing a decided premium over quotations that some of the pro- 
ducers are making for the first half of 1907. Several of the 
Southern companies have advanced prices 5oc per ton. Re- 
quests for anticipated deliveries are frequent. 


Coke conditions seem to grow worse and there is no 
hope for anything better during the fall and winter. The rail- 
road companies are so overwhelmed with business that they 
can spare but few box cars for the coke trade, and consum- 
ers will be obliged to accept shipments in any other kind of 
car that will carry coke, notwithstanding the increased dif- 
ficulty in unloading. 


Matthew Addy & Company will say in their weekly re- 
port:—It is a problem where all the iron is coming from 
that will be wanted this year. Our facilities for judging are 
excellent, and our observation is that there are inquiries for 
about five times as much spot iron as can be supplied. Un- 
less four-fifths of these inquiries are mere sham this means 
that there is a constantly increasing shortage. The tre- 
mendous tonnage of iron now being consumed by foundries 
is impressive, and it must be remembered that even as mat- 
ters are the entire capacity of the country is not engaged. 
Here and there are serious molder’s strikes, or other labor 
difficulties, so that on this account many shops are idle. 

‘There is not much hope from the South of relieving the 
scarcity of iron, for they are having trouble there is getting 
out a sufficient supply of raw materials. One of our Bir- 
mingham correspondents tells us that it is strange, consid- 
ering the plentiful natural supply of limestone, that not a fur- 
nace company in the district has been able to get out what 
it would like. Coke, too, is in short supply. In the North 
of course the ore season is drawing to an end. The amount 
brought down has not been as large as was expected, and 
it will make just so much iron and no more. 

Naturally under these circumstances there has been much 
talk of importing iron. But that would not be done in any 
large way. In Germany and England times are prosperous, 
and their iron markets have been advancing with ours. Prac- 
tically every advance in the market here has been followed 
by an advance there. A little iron might be brought over 
and laid down at tide water on something like a parity with 
American prices, but it could not be done on any grand scale, 
unless the foreign market stops still or goes back, and our 
own market goes still higher. 

Business during the week has been heavy; heavier in fact 
than in the preceding weeks. Demand is still on the up 
grade. Everything obtainable for this year has been taken 
up as fast as offered, at a premium. The big buying has 
been of course for 1907 delivery. 

Coke is active, and large transactions are numerous. 

The railroads in various parts of the country are suf- 
fering from a lack of cars. In the South the car shortage 
is distressing, and the furnaces that have to ship coke from 
a distance are in sore straits.
